FOREIGN C01NERCE 


Washington, June 25. — An analysis 


of the foreign commerce of the United 
States, contained in a bulletin issue* 
by the department of commerce and 
labor, says that in the fiscal year 1905 
48 per cent of the imports into the 
United States was drawn from Europe, 
20 per cent from North America, 13 
per cent from South America. 14 per 
cent from Asia, 2 per cent from 
Oceanica and 1 per cent from Africa. 
Of the exports from the United States 
in the same year 67 per cent went tc 
Europe, 17 per cent to North America, 
4 per cent to South America. S per 
cent to Asia, 2 per cent to Oceanica 
and 1 per cent Jo Africa. A compari- 
son witb the figures of earlier years 
shows a sraduaJ decline in the share 
of our imports supplied by Europe and 
in tie share which Europe takes of 
our products.

Sioux Falls, S. D., June 25 — The 


trial of Mrs. Emma Kaufmann, wife 
of Moses Kaufmann, a millionaire 
brewer of this city on the charge of 
having murdered Miss Agnes Poireis, 
her 16-year-old domestic, will without 
do«bt be the most noted criminal 
case in the history of South Dakota. 
It will take place here next Novem- 
ber. Mrs. Kaufmann's son 
Charles 


who has been attending school at Den- 
ison University, Granville, has arrived 
from Ohio. 


Mrs. Kaufmann may not have been 


responsible tor the death of the girl 
—only the future -will decide that— 
but that the girl was the victim ot 
foul play is firmly believed. After the 
girl died in a hospital on June 1, her 
remains were prepared for burial and 
shipped to the parents of the girl, who 
reside on a farm near Parkston. 


After the funeral it was learned 


that a wound had been discovered on 
the girl's head, and the ^-authorities 
ordered the remains disintered. Other 
wounds were then discovered. 


June 9 State's Attorney Quinn and 


Drs. Olney and Billion of Sioux Falls. 
superintended a second disinterment 
and examination. The announcement 
of the result of this innuiry caused 
excitement. 


Although the Poireis family came to 


America from Austria-Hungary 
only 


about seven months ago, and few peo- 
ple in Parkston were acquainted witl 
the daughter, Agnes, yet the indigna- 
tion which was felt there as the re- 
sult of the belief that the girl was the 
victim of foul play never has been 
equaled in its intensity by anv crime 
committed 
within the borders of 


South Dakota. 


The girl came to Sioux Falls Feb 


18 last, only a few weeks after the 
family arrived at Parkston from the 
old country. She was robust and 
weighed 138 pounds. She was 
the 


youngest of fourteen children. It is a 
curious coincidence that an elder sis- 
ter was murdered by a rejected suitor 
while thte family yet lived In the old 
country. 


The father was present at the pre- 


liminary hearing of Mrs. Kaufmann 
and testified in German, but the moth- 
er, although she was in Sioux Falls 
was unable to be present in the court- 
room. being prostrated with grief., 


It is the general belief that the de- 


fense, when the case comes on for 
trial will seek to prove that the girl 
was affected by anemia, accompanied 
by vertigo. The anemia is alleged to 
have developed into diabetes and gan- 
grene- It is expected the defense also 
will allege the blood clot found on the 
sirl's brain 
showed an 
abnormal 


state, preventing her having control 
over herself, so far at least as the use 
of her lower limbs 
was concerned. 


and that because of this she was the 
victim of frequent falls. The gashes. 
bruises and wounds found upon her 
head, body and limbs, it is believed. 


be ascribed to these falls. 


ft is thought the unjointing of one 


of the fingers of her left hand and tne 
protruding of the bone will be attrib- 
uted to injuries during one of these 
falls.

were three lacerations of the scalp, to 
the membrane of the bone, and three 
others on the back of the head. The

Reported to Washington, Pa., Police 


—Miller's Body ib Found Hor- 


ribly Mangled. 


Washington, Pa., June 25. — Three 


murders were reported to the Wash- 
ington county authorities. The body 
of Michael Prebika, a coal miner, was 
found in a tunnel of the Wabash road 
in Independence township. His skull 
had been crushed and botn legs were 
broken. When last seen alive Prebika 
had a large sum of money and was 
quarreling with a fellow Slav, Frank 
Ristar, for whom a warrant has been 
issued. Later the body of Joseph 
Simpson, another coal miner, was 
found beneath a railroad car at Bur- 
gettstown. He had wounds on his 
head and chest, apparently inflicted 
with a pick. His pockets had been 
rifled. The body of a man still uniden- 
tified was found in the road near the 
Baltimore & Ohio tracks at Gilkron, 30 
miles above this plac«. The only indi- 
cation of the cause of death was a 
bruise OR the temple.

Columbus, June 25.—Through 
tlfc 


death of Governor John M. Pattisou 
the state of Ohio passes through a po- 
litical metamorphosis unlike any in 
the history of the commonwealth. It 
is the second vacancy in the office o£ 
governor to be caused by death, six 
other vacancies having arisen by res- 
ignation. This time "the course of hu- 
man events" witnesses 
a complete 


revolution in political control resulting 
from the expressed choice o£ the peo- 
ple at the polls in a single election, 
.for the people elected a Republican 
lieutenant governor at the same time 
they elected a Democratic governor. 


Had the entire Democratic ticket, or 


only his running mate, been elected 
with him, 'Governor Pattison 
would 


have been succeeded 
by Lewis B. 


Houek as acting governor, a. position 
he has tentatively occupied as the gov- 
ernor's secretary on account of the 
governor's illness.' Such 
a 
change 


would have marked no deviation from 
the administrative policy instituted by 


Governor 


: H. TAITT. 


Pattison, 
and 


changes^ in contemplation would hav.e 


_ followed in due course. 


Now all this is arrested hy the hand 


that laid low the fifth Democratic gov- 
ernor Ohio has had in half a century, 
almost on the very threshold of his 
administration. It is even likely that 
some acts of the Pattison regime will 
be undone under the Harris regime, 
especially in the reorganization 
of 


state institutions under way. It will 
naturally follow that there will he a 
complete change in the executive staff, 
for these are personal appointments of 
the executive. 


Governor Harris refused to t»e drawn 


into any discussion of his policy and 
purpose before the funeral at Milford. 
Since the obsequies are over these 
questions are open for discussion and 
conjecture by the people and for dis- 
posal by the new chief magistrate. 
* * * 


During the "incumbency of Governor 


Pattison, in addition to the 
official 


staff, consisting of Secretary Houck, 
Adjutant General O. H. Hughes and 
their assistants, the following appoint- 
ments were made: W. L. Fiuley, state 
oil inspector; D. S. Creamer, state-fire 
marshal; J- W. Johnson, supervisor of 
state printing; H. E. Taylor, trustee of 
Gallipolis hospital; trustees of hospital 
for criminal insane; commission for 
the Jamestown exposition; E. "W. Cray- 
ton, member of board of managers of 
the state penitentiary; and a common 
pleas judge in the Van Wert district 
to fill a vacancy. 


It is too early to say how many of 


these or which of these will undergo 
a change. The senate being Demo- 
cratic, the confirming power will be 
antipodal to the appointing power, no 
matter whether the legislature were 
called into special session or whether 
Governor Harris waits nntil .the next 
regular session in 1908 to submit his 
nominations as "recess appointments." 
It is intimated that Governor Harris 
may not disturb appointments already 
made, except in the executive office, 
and be content with the exercise of ap- 
pointments in the many other places 
to be filled, but this is a problem the 
new administration must work oat for 
itself. 


It is practically certain that no spe- 


cial session of the legislature will be 
convened. 
There was some tali of 


urging on Governor Harris the appoint- 
ment of a lieutenant governor, bat this 
5s rendered uncertain, especially 
as 


Attorney General EHis and State Sec- 
retary Laylin both hold that to do so 
•would break the line of succession pro- 
Tided by the state constitution, and 
that, on the contrary, there is no va 
cancy in the office of lieutenant gover- 
nor. G-eceral Harris still holding that 
title an«i acting as governor ex officio 
though no longer serving in the chair 
of lieutenant governor, where Senator 
\Villiams, president protem of the sen- 
ate, will preside ex-offlcio.

The 
same dispatch which tells of the inter- 
est in the matter felt at Washington 
says: "Some of the Ohio leaders are 
of the opinion that it would be poor 
politics not to ask the secretary to 
take part In the campaign."

In line with the foregoing another 


Washington dispatch contains a story 
of particular interest to Ohio people. 
It is, in effect, that "President Roose- 
velt favors the nomination of Secre- 
tary Taft for president ia 1908. A por- 
tion of the dispatch reads as follows: 
"President Roosevelt told callers 
at 


the White House that, in his opinion, 
William Jennings Bryan will be the 
Democratic nominee for president in 
1908, 
and that the only man the Re- 


publicans can put up against him suc- 
cessfully is William H. Taft, the pres- 
ent" secretary of war. 
The new tack 


of the president has stirred up intense 
interest in Washington. It had been 
expected that Mr. Taft would go on the 
supreme bench in the fall, when Jus- 
tice Brown will retire, though this 
shift has never been more than tenta- 
tively decided upon.

Until reports are received 
at the 


state auditor's office from all the coun- 
ties it will be impossible to know just 
how many saloons in Ohio went out of 
business on account of the Aikin tax. 
The result here in Franklin county and 
the capital is hardly a criterion, yet 
the falling off of saloons was. quite 
heavy, a total of 139 in the city and 
eight in the county county outside of 
Columbus having succumbed. 
Out of 


those who gave notice that they would 
renew their licenses only one in the 
county and 15 in the city failed to do 
so. The tax for the first six months of 
the year was paid for, 45 saloons in the 
county outside of Columbus and for 
522 saloons in the city. The amount 
collected was approximately $284,500, 
which is somewhat more than the total 
collection will be, as all rebates aris- 
ing from the closing of • saloons will 
come out of that amount. 
After 73 


days, which is the time covered by tha 
$200 of the tax which the law says can 
not be rebated, it is estimated that a 
number of the saloons will go out of 
business and more will follow at the 
end of the first six months. 


Many, if not all, paid the tax under 


protest, and reports show that this 
plan was followed 
pretty generally 


throughout the state, in the hope that 
the suit begun in' Cincinnati to test 
the Aikin tax may be sustained in the 
courts, or that some of the various 
tests which may be attempted in other 
cities will result in defeat of the law.

JAPANESE 


May Fulfill Promise of an Open Door 


In Manchuria. 


Peking. June 25.—The leading com- 


mercial men are now taking a more 
hopeful view of the prospects for se- 
curing a share of the trade of Manchu- 
ria, 
and it appears that the Japanese 


government appears willing; to 
fulfill 


its promise of an open door in that 
country—at least it has shown a better 
disposition than the military author- 
ities. There has been friction between 
the civil and military authorities con- 
cerning the policy to be pursued as to 
foreign trade privileges in Manchuria. 
The civil authorities are more liberal, 
and it is believed that when the mili- 
tary administration is withdrawn for- 
eigners will be given greater freedom. 
The newspapers urge the establish- 
ment of Chinese customs at Dalny to 
collect duties on goods destined for 
Ihe interior on ihe same basis as the 
arrangement with Germany at Kiao 
Chou.
